The  last  being  again  the  chief  cause  of  death. 

There  is  one  factory,  otherwise  the  only  other  industries  are  sea-fishing  and  catering  for  visitors.  The  latter 
is  the  more  flourishing,  and  this  Council  would  be  well  advised  to  pay  more  attention  to  the  Harbour  and 
Beaches.  There  are  several  motor-boats  and  auxiliary  fishing-boats  and  the  owners  do  not  seem  to  know  that  it 
is  illegal  to  discharge  waste  oil  into  this  or  any  harbour  or  dock.  It  is  very  unpleasant  for  bathers,  while  swim- 
ming about,  to  find  themselves  suddenly  in  a film  of  oil,  and  another  bad  fault  that  should  be  stopped  before  we 
have  a serious  accident  is  that  of  overcrowding  in  pleasure  boats  which  is  often  very  bad  on  tripper -days. 


SECTION  B.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

(i.)  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority  : 

One  whole-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

One  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  also  acts  for  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  Aberayron. 

One  whole -time  Surveyor. 

One  Road-man  and  one  Dust-man,  with  help  when  necessary. 

(ii.)  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities  are  made  use  of  when  required. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities — None  at  present. 

(c)  Home  Nursing  : We  have  one  fully  qualified  District  Nurse — but  no  Nurse  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  : Expectant  mothers  are  visited,  examined,  and  advised  by  their  own 

Doctors  or  the  Nurse. 

Venereal  Cases  are  sent  to  Swansea,  if  necessary,  under  the  County  Scheme. 

(e)  Hospitals  : None  within  the  Area. 


SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water  : (i)  The  supply  which  is  constant,  has  been  most  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  The  supply  is  piped  from  an  enclosed  source  at  Ffynondewi,  and  is  not  treated,  and  cannot 
become  contaminated.  It  is  analysed,  monthly,  chemically  and  bacteriologically,  and  has 
always  been  found  excellent. 

(Hi)  The  Water  has  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 

(iv)  Contamination  is  not  possible. 

( v ) a.  The  vast  majority  have  water  piped  into  their  houses. 

b.  There  are  eight  pipe  stands,  and  about  20  people  draw  their  supplies  from  these. 
Drainage  and  Sewage  : A few  complaints  were  received,  and  they  are  difficult  to  rectify  until  every 
house  is  connected  up  with  the  main  sewer.

SECTION  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

а.  Milk  Supply  : Samples  of  Milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Agricultural  Committee  under  the  Milk  Testing  and 

Advisory  Scheme  from  the  Retailers  of  Milk  and  forwarded  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 

The  farms  producing  Class  C samples  have  been  visited  by  the  Dairy  Instructress  of  the  County  Agricultural 
Committee  and  Demonstrations  and  advice  given  on  the  improved  methods  of  Clean  Milk  Production. 

б.  Food  Inspection.  The  following  quantities  of  food  were  condemned  as  unwholesome  and  unfit  as  food: 

13  tins  of  Beetroot.  Green  Peas,  and  Condensed  Milk.

SECTION  F.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

1.  Three  cases  were  notified: 

(1)  Acute  Polioencephalitis  in  a boy  aet.  8 years. 

(2)  Scarlet  Fever  in  a girl  aet.  8 years. 

(3)  Pneumonia  in  a married  woman  aet.  84  years. 

Most  of  the  local  children  have  been  immunized  against  Diphtheria. 

No  report  that  immunization  against  any  other  disease  has  reached  me. 

2.  Tuberculosis  : Pulmonary. 

One  case  notified — -a  young  nurse  aet.  18  years. 

One  death,  a girl  aet.  21,  notified  April  1942. 

One  house  was  disinfected  after  a death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  after  the  removal  of  a 
patient  to  Sanatorium.
